Back in 1315 and 
earlier, it was a, common occtid- 
rcnce to see what now arc pretty 
little brooks running black as ink 
with coal, washings from the- col- 
lieries, 


Today those same Washings are 


collected in settling ponds and the 
wafer treated and neutralized be- 
fore bting releasedL into, the run- 
ning' streams. Literally' mllliocs 
of dollars have been spent in seal- 
ing off abandoned mine shafts to 
prevent- the- flow or deadly "mine 
drainage" from reaching our clean 
streams. 


The oil industry is one which 


faces constant financial hazards 
because of oil polution of public 
waters. Effluent 
from refineries 


is not an easy thing to handle and 
it has a way of accumulaing 'be- 
yond storage capacity.

These agencies 
permit the composition of the ef' 
fluent to be altered throngs the ef- 
fees of oxidation, neutralization, 
digestion and assimilation, Such 
things as sulfides, ammonia, etc., 
disappear. 


Both fish and bottom life live 


happily in the twentieth lagoon. 
Thus, the cordectcd effluent can 
be carried away harmlessly thro- 
ugh existing natural, channels, Re- 
search, in this instance, certainly 
has paid big dividends. The proba- 
bilities, are- that -similar -experi- 
ments will be'carried on as a .pos- 
sible answer to the disposal prob- 
lems of other industries, thereby 
reclaiming many, badly polluted 
waters and 'converting them into 
valuable r'ecrealio'nal areas. _ 
( 


But time marches on, the world 


keeps on turning, and ^ncw prob- 
lems arise. Consided this one, re- 
cently reported from Holland. 


Near Amsterdam, a certain nu- 


clear plant has for some time been 
dumping its radioactive waste into 
an open ditch. Word got around 
that strange things were happen- 
ing in that ditch, so scientists de- 
cided to investigate. They came up 
with some badly, defodmed frogs, 
some of them with as many as 20 
legs. 
In the first place, this suggests 


some pretty sloppy work, or lack 
of it, on tho -part of the Dutch 
health authorities. But continue the 
conjecure a bit further. What, we 
.wonder, if this sort of thing were 
permitted t ocontinue, would be the 
effect on the fishi' and bottom life 
in our streams? For that matter, 
what might happen to the people 
who, 
use such affeced waters for 


recreational ""purposes- or,' .perish 
the thought, for drinking? While it 
does fornish plenty o f ' food; for 
though, such thinking " surely 
is 


not pleasant.
